list of entries for the coming National Dairy Ex- 

position at Milwaukee, which, however, may be 
subject to slight additions. It will be noted that there is 
in this list a total of 338 entries from ninety-four exhibit- 
ors, located in ten states and Canada. There are eleven 
exhibitors entering from eleven to thirty-one head, which 
should make some particularly keen competition in the 
group classes. From this list it would appear to be a 
little doubtful about the state herd contest filling, al- 
though we have understood that the necessary five herds 
would be there. From this list, it is evident that Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Nebraska and Michigan would qualify, 
with a probability that lowa will be included also. 

The Holstein show at the National will be a real battle 
of champions. From the Pacific Coast, we have the Car- 
nation string of twenty-five head from the Western Farm, 
the largest single exhibitor, and while their herd has not 
been out on the circuit yet this year, they may always be 
depended upon to be fighting somewhere up near the top. 
The large entry list from Wisconsin will include all of 
the leading winners at their great show, with some 
notable additions that did not come out for the state fair 
competition. The same is true of Minnesota, which will 
be represented. among others, by Marlow & Randall, the 
premier exhibitors at the Minnesota State Fair; the 
Minnesota Holstein Company, premier breeders at that 
show, the last named with about nine additional entries, 
including May Walker Ollie Homestead, the United States 
champion, and her daughter, that were not in competition 
at the state fair. The Hargrove & Arnold string will be 
fresh from their outstanding victories at Ohio, Michigan, 
New York and the Eastern States Exposition, while from 
Canada will come the Elgie herd with the grand champion 
animals not only from the Canadian National Exhibition 
but also at practically all of the Prairie Province fairs 
which were covered by this herd during the summer. A 
new entry this year is the Modern Woodmen Sanatorium, 
Woodmen, Colorado, which, for the past two years, has 
been the heaviest winner at the Corn Belt fairs. They 
have at least three in their string that, from advance 
information, are likely contenders for All-American 
honors. Of these three, the three-year-old bull, Corwin 
Wimple De Kol Ormsby, will have a most interesting fight 
with the Piek three-year-old, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, 
grand champion at Wisconsin State Fair and last year’s 
All-American two-year-old. Their aged cow, Zwingara 
Segis Clothilde, has been a consistent winner throughout 
the Corn Belt fairs of the Southwest for the past several 
years and seems likely to win out at the National unless 
some “dark horse” comes through, which, of course, is 
entirely possible. We understand that Dudley Waters’ 
great cow, which was fourth at the National last year, will 
be out in full bloom this year, while the Minnesota cham- 
pion will also be close to freshening and there are a couple 
in the Elgie string that have done consistently well at 
the Canadian fairs. Their senior yearling, Woodcraft 
Pontiac Champion Star, who was grand champion over 
the Wimple bull at Iowa and Missouri, looks like the best 
bet in his class, although there are a:lot of good yearlings 
out this year. The class for three-year-old heifers will be 
watched as close as anything in the show as it will bring 
together Madam Artis Wayne Denver, Dorothy Ormsby 
Piebe, Corwin Colantha Florence Ormsby (last year’s Na- 
tional blue ribbon two-year-old) and a whole flock of other 
real stars, including Maudlene Ollie Homestead, a Culver 
heifer that was favored by many at Minnesota, Mankato 
O. K. L. Blanche, who won in her class at Iowa, a splendid 
daughter of Creator from Pabst Holstein Farms, and 


others. 


Even from this brief sketch of some of the high lights 
of the show, it is evident that the 1924 National will be 
the greatest display of nationally known show animals of 
the Holstein-Friesian breed ever assembled. We under- 
stand from Manager Skinner that other phases of the 
show are developing on the same scale. With substantial 
rate reductions on all railway lines, the cost of a trip to 
Milwaukee will be cut down to a point where you should 
ask yourself seriously, “Can I afford to stay away?”

The heaviest winner was Colony 
Farm, Essondale, B. C., closely pressed by the Dominion 
Agricultural Farm at Agassiz, B. C., J. M. Steves & Son, 
Steveston, B. C., H. Bonsall, Westholme, V. I., J. W. Craw- 
ford & Son, Pipestone, Manitoba, The Old Peoples’ Home 
at Vancouver and the Hemlock Stock Farm at Vancouver 
also had animals inside the money.

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Dangerous Power 


HE proposed 20th amendment to the Federal Con- 
T stitution—known as the “child labor’ amendment— 

ought not to be ratified by our state legislatures. 
It is a vicious, communistic proposal, carrying a very 
dangerous and undesirable grant of authority to the Con- 
gress. 

Following is the proposed amendment: 

“That the following article is proposed as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States, which, 
when ratified by the legislatures of three-fourths of 
the several States, shall be valid to all intents and 
purposes as a part of the Constitution: 

“Section 1. The Congress shall have power to limit 
regulate, and prohibit the labor of persons under eigh- 
teen years of age. 

“Section 2. The power of the several States is un- 
impared by this article, except that the operation of 
State laws shall be suspended to the extent necessary 
to give effect to legislation enacted by the Congress.” 
It is argued that the proposed amendment is aimed 

soley at dangerous and harmful employment of children 
under eighteen. If that is the real intent, why was it not 
so limited in scope that this idea would be expressed in 
the amendment itself? As it reads, it conveys final 
powers of regulation upon the Congress, and experience 
with federal bureaus does not beget confidence that it 
would use less authority than has been conveyed upon it. 

Idleness—backed by law—until the age of eighteen 
years is reached—would prove a handicap in the race of 
life that few children could ever overcome. Habits of in- 
dustry thrift and independence must be cultivated early if 
they are to be molded into the characters of our children. 
There was never a truer proverb uttered than that “Satan 
finds work for idle hands to do.” 

It is easy to play on the emotions by painting a picture 
of childhood drudgery—but in our opinion the results of 
idleness are far more dangerous, far more menacing to 
the future of our nation. 

The rigid enforcement of such laws as would be per- 
mitted under the proposed amendment would further in- 
fringe upon the rights of the States and of the individual. 
Such enforcement would be expensive to maintain and 
would be the “last straw” for the struggling farmer to 
carry, as the Federal Census ftgures show that 87 per cent 
of the children between 10 and 14 engaged in gainful oc- 
cupations in this country are employed in agriculture, 
forestry or animal husbandry. 

The time to make your voice heard in protest against 
the proposed amendment is NOW and the way to do it is 
to write your State Senator and Assemblyman a letter ex- 
pressing your disapproval of the measure as presented— 
and then ask your neighbor to express his opinion like- 
wise.

Portland Pluck 


There is inspiration in the spirit back of the great 
Pacific International Exposition at Portland. Just about 
three months before the date of their Fourteenth Annual 
Show, their huge ten-acre plant burned to the ground. 
With the discouragement of quarantine conditions on the 
South to limit their entries this year, it would have looked 
like the easy way out simply to cancel the show for this 
year and go on again in 1925. That isn’t the way Man- 
ager Plummer does things and it isn’t the way that Pres- 
ident Stuart carries on his business; when obstacles come 
up they fight all the harder. And so it was before the 
fire had burned itself out, the decision had been reached 
to go ahead with a show in 1924 that would be “bigger 
and better than ever’. New plans were drawn for a 
fireproof home for the Pacific International and the work 
of clearing away for the new building commenced as soon 
as the debris had cooled off enough to handle. The pre- 
mium list was increased and the whole organization went 
to it with more vim than ever before to build up the 
greatest show for 1924 in the illustrous history of this 
Exposition. Mr. Stuart decided at once that he would 
show his herd at Waterloo and the National Dairy Ex- 
position and put forth new efforts to line up a trainload 
of Eastern live stock for exhibition at Portland. 

Such indomitable pluck in the fact of discouragement, 
is already having the effect of uniting breeders in the 
Western country more strongly than ever back of the 
show. Promises of active support and entries from new 
exhibitors are coming through in a way that makes “bigge 
and better than ever” more than a slogan. 

What are breeders in the East going to do about it? 
Are they going to take it all out in saying, “Yes, yes, 
that’s fine. We are glad they had the ‘guts’ to go on 
with their show,’ or will they rally round with entries 
of cattle that will help to make it the biggest and most 
interesting show in the series, something that will be 
a concrete contribution to the success of the show? Will 
they do something tangible to reciprocate the help Mr. 
Stuart has given our Eastern shows in years past as well 
as present through the exhibition of his cattle, by sending 
Eastern cattle out in numbers, to the great show that is 
so close to Mr. Stuart’s heart? 

True, it is a long trip, but special freight rates in force 
will cut this expense item materially. The premium list 
for all classes of live stock totals above $90,000, while for 
the Holstein classification alone $5,000 will be paid in 
addition to some very desirable trophies and cups. 

In addition to the extremely liberal premium offered, 
breeders should consider the good will they will be build- 
ing in a territory that holds wonderful possibilities for 














development in future years and should remember that 
the breeders who get the personal touch through the ex- 
hibition of their cattle out there, particularly under the 
conditions prevailing this year, will have a decided ad- 
yantage when it comes to the marketing of animals in 
this vast territory later on. Think it over, Eastern Breed- 
ers.

League Dairy Farm of Eight Million 
Acres With a Million Cows—lInter- 
esting Statistics Based on Recent 
Survey. 


This week’s issue of the Dairymen’s 
League News carries a feature article 
containing some interesting statistics 
about the eight million acres of farm 
land owned by members of the assoc- 
iation. The statistics are taken from 
a recent survey made throughout the 
membership of the League. 

The article pictures the total acre- 


age of League farmers as a single 
dairy farm of nearly nine million 
acres, larger than the state of Idaho 
or the states of Maine and New 
Hampshire combined. Of this over 
four and a half million acres are 
under cultivation upon which are 
raised crops with a total annual value, 
including milk, of nearly $217,000,000. 

Over four million acres are in pas- 
ture and woodland supporting more 
than a million head of cattle, worth 
$72,000,000. 

The survey shows that the average 
League farm consists of 125.97 acres 
of which 66.66 acres are under culti- 
vation. 57.62 acres are in pasture and 
woodland. 1.75 are in orchards. The 
total sales of milk from this League 
herd of a million cows amounted to 
$75,000,000 this last year. This in- 
cludes, of course, manufactured milk 
products as well as fluid milk. 

The striking feature of the survey 
is that it shows to what extent the 
dairy farmer is also a_ diversified 
farmer. This is shown by the fact 
that the value of the annual supply 
of milk produced on League farms is 
considerably less than half the total 
value of all products. For instance, 
there are $24,000,000 worth of horses, 
$14,000,000 worth of eggs and poultry, 
$2,500,000 worth of hogs, three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars’ worth of 
sheep and wool, $300,000 worth of 
honey and so on. Hay and forage is 
worth $61,000,000. Cereals and grain, 
$21,000,000. Vegetables, $27,000,000. 
Fruit, $11,000,000. 

On a basis of these figures the 
value of crops produced by the aver- 
age League family is around $3,100. 

Other interesting facts are that 
League farmers own 45,000 silos. 5,000 
have radio sets. 59,000 have automo- 
biles. 12,000 own motor trucks. 32,000 
use gasoline engines.

Had there been a junior yearling 
class, he would have been outstanding, 
as was his brother, King Piebe 28th 
in the calf class. 
The Females 

Kismet Fayne of Valley View, Pin- 
ery’s twice 1,000-lb. cow, headed a 
fine string of 24 aged cows, with two 
Yates entries placing second and 
third. She was second choice for 
senior champion, that honor again go- 
ing to K. P. O. BF three-year-old, 
Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, the breed’s 
greatest prize winner. She has 
already won three grand champion- 
ships this year as a three-year-old, 
and won seven of them last year as 
a two-year-old besides two the year 
before as a yearling. In close to 
thirty big shows, she has never 
placed below second except as a 
junior calf at the 1920 National where 
she stood third. By the end of the 
season she is expected to have 
twenty-five blue ribbons to her credit 
in four years showing 

The Yates three-year-old in second 
place was not far behind Dorothy, in 
fact she excells Dorothy in many re- 
spects and the Yates two-year-old 
won out over Piebe Artis Burke, last 
year’s All-American junior yearling, 
who is handicapped this year by not 
having been bred longer Her two 
younger sisters headed the junior 
yearling and heifer classes, the latter 
being junior champion. 

The Groups 

The uniformity of the Exhibitors’ 
Herd from Yates Farm was sufficient 
to bring them a blue over a wonderful 
group of K. P. O. P. animals. The 
winning herd was headed by the first 
prize two-year-old bull and included 
the first prize two-year-old heifer and 
second prize winners in the other 
places. Hargrove & Arnold came 
back strong in the other groups, cak- 
ing first with their yearling herd, first, 
second and third with calf herd, first 


and third for get of sire and first and 
second for produce of cow. 

The get of King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe, consisting of the two grand 
champions of the show and the first 
and third prize three-year-old bulls 
took the blue over Yates get of Count 
Paul Posch, made up entirely of first 
and second prize winners. The King 
Piebe get stood third. 

For the first time this year the Har- 
grove & Arnold produce consisting of 
Piebe Artis Burke and her blue rib- 
bon brother beat the other H. &. A. 
entry consisting Triune 27th and his 
typy little baby full sister. Mr. Kel- 
logg and Mr. Powell each showed two 
full aged. cows for third and fourth 
places respectively. 

Yates won first for four cows three 
years old or over with a very uniform 
string that was too strong even for 
Dorothy and her three stable mates. 
With the addition to the K. P. O. P. 
string of two good two-year-olds, how- 
ever, Hargrove & Arnold was able to 
win over Yates in the next class 
which was four cows two years old or 
over bred by exhibitor. We are sorry 
to have to report that there were no 
entries in the class for Advanced Reg- 
istry cow bred and owned in New 
York State, but practically all the 
prize winners were either good rec- 
ord cows or from good record dams. 

Four County Herds came out, the 
Erie County lineup with Yates, Erie 
County Farm and Clark Hurd contrib- 
uting being outstanding. 

The big battle in this class was be- 
tween Onondaga and Washington 
Counties for second place, the former 
getting the coveted award. Broome 
County, showing for the first time had 
a few very good animals but lacked 
in uniformity and fitting as compared 
with the exhibits of the more exper- 
ienced show men.

SILAGE-MAKING HINTS BY 
UNITED STATES SPECIALISTS 


Corn silage is best prepared when 
the corn is cut at a stage containing 
about 65 or 70 per cent moisture, say 
specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. This may 
be told when the lower leaves on the 
stalk are turning brown, about 90 per 
cent of the kernels are dented, and 
75 per cent are so hardened that no 
moisture can be squeezed out. 

The length to which the silage is 
cut should be from one-half to 1 inch. 
Silage cut this short will pack better 
and the silo will hold its maximum 
tonnage. Also the chances for the 
silage to spoil are considerably re- 
duced. 

In filling the silo packing is essen- 
tial. The common practice is to keep 
the sides slightly higher than the 
center and to tramp the whole sur- 
face thoroughly. 

If the silage is too dry to pack 
well, water should be added. This is 
best done by directing a hose in the 
blower. Well-packed and moistened 
silage is less likely to mold. 

When the silo is filled the silage 
should be covered to prevent spoilage. 
A layer of cut corn or sorghum stalks 
from which the ears or grain have 
been removed does this effectively.

A BETTER KNOWLEDGE OF 
FEEDING 

Having just returned from a trip 
in the country I am impressed with 
the fact that there is great need for 
a better knowledge of the simple rules 
of animal nutrition. No doubt this 
lack of knowledge also extends to 
the feeding of the human race but 
here I wish to discuss what seems 
to me a most important subject, 
namely, that if we wish to compete 
with foreign production we must use 
more economic methods in our home 
production. 

From one end of this country to 
the other on more than half our farms 
the simple and well-known rules of 
feeding are being violated, and this 
at an awful cost and expense. It 
should be understood that live stock 
demand food both for maintenance 
and work. The biggest mistake is to 
give animals merely a maintenance 
ration in order to save money on the 
feed bill. This is like boarding a 
man and simply giving him enough to 
eat so he can live but do no work. 

In spite of the fact that the silo 
has been in use for many years, has 
been tested out by every experiment 
station in this country, and has prov- 
en to be an economic means of feed- 
ing, still less than half of the stock- 
keepers are using silos. The use of 
legume hay as a balance for carbohy- 
drate feeds such as silage and fodder 
is not yet appreciated. The fact that 
you cannot get something out of noth- 
ing seems to have been forgotten in 
this case, and a dairy cow requires 
considerable nutritious feed simply to 
make the nutritious milk. Unless she 
receives this she cannot produce with 
economy and profit. 

Our meat industry is threatened by 
the cheap range of the South Amer- 
ican pampas. They can put frozen 
meat into our market at a low cost, 
for they are now enjoying that open 
range which we once enjoyed in the 
Great Plains. The high producing 
cows carefully fed and managed by 
the cheap labor of the old countries 
is making it possible for them to 
put dairy products into this country 
and pay the high tariff now demand- 
ed. We need have little fear of for- 
eign competition providing we _ will 
apply the knowledge that we have 
accumulated and which many of our 
feeders are now using. Let us awak- 
en to this situation and put more 
stress on the subject of economic 
feeding. P

Many of the classes were very large, 
but the most impressive sight was 
the judging of the Senior Calf ‘class: 
a total of 54 animals being in the 
ring at one time. Thirty of these 
were purebreds made up of 25 open 
class entries and the five high calf 
club entries. The remaining 24 were 
grade calves. In addition to this num- 
ber, there were 25 purebred Holstein 
club calves which brought the total 
entries in this class, both purebred 
and grades, up to 79.

The cattle section of the live stock 
parade held on Friday, Sept. 5th, be- 
fore the grandstand which contained 
20,000 spectators, was led by _ Hol- 
steins; a total number of 28 prize 
winners being shown by the exhibit- 
ors.

Axel’s trunk was the seat of discus- 
sion during the entire time of the 
fair; the attraction seemingly being 
sufficiently strong to entice a goodly 
number of breeders and others as to 
the quality of its contents.

Sir Inka May No. 42°078, son of the 
American Champion, May Walker Ol- 
lie Homestead, won first in the Jun- 
ior Yearling class, and was later made 
Junior Champion by Judge _ Elder. 
This calf is a splendid individual in 
every respect, and combines type with 
extremely high backing in production 
to the highest possible degree. This 
calf was shown by the Minnesota 
Holstein Company.

Senior and Grand Champion bull 
was awarded to North Star Joe Home- 
stead, a bull of Moscrip’s breeding 
and being shown by Baltz Hoesley, 
Monticello, Wisconsin. This bull is 
a splendid individual, and will be hard 
to defeat at future shows.

First prize Junior Yearling and 
Junior Champion female was won by 
Oakwood Piebe Ollie, owned and 
shown by Mudcura Farms, and bred 
by Northland Milk Company.

The premier exhibitor and premier 
breeder banner were hotly contested 
for on the part of the Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company, Mankato Holstein 
Farms and Mudcura Farms, the form- 
er finally being won by the Mankato 
Holstein Farms, and the later by the 
Minnesota Holstein Company.

A state herd shown by the Minne- 
sota breeders with which they won 
first prize was made up entirely of 
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plue ribbon winners with one excep- 
tion: this entry being second prize 
cow. If this herd can be held intact 
it will require an exceptional group to 
win over them at the National Dairy 
Show. 

One of the most elated men at the 
entire fair was Mr. Glantz of Park 
Rapids, when he won first prize in 
the Senior Yearling wuil calf with 
Count Pietertje Mercedes Canary. 
This, however, was no comparison 
with his feelings when he was award- 
ed first prize Senior and Grand 
Champion female on the cow, Prilly 
Tirania No. 546531. Glantz Brothers 
are comparatively new men in the 
preeding of Holsteins, and are to be 
congratulated on their splendid show- 
ing.

Evelyn Leinenweber of St. James 
was the proud winner of Grand Cham- 
pion Holstein calf with an animal se- 
lected from the herd of her father. 
Evelyn is the youngest calf club mem- 
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ber that has won in recent years, be- 
ing only 10 years of age. She was 
also awarded champion dairy calf 
club member over all breeds, which 
was a fitting climax to mer splendid 
effort in calf club work. 

The nine-inch cut-out cut of the 
True Type Holstein cow on sticker 
posters for use on automobile win- 
dows occasioned a great deal of fa- 
vorable comment; all Holstein breed- 
ers and others interested tn Holsteins 
being supplied with a liberal number.

Holstein headquarters were in the 
Holstein booth on the messanine floor 
of the live stock building. In connec- 
tion with the Holstein educational 
display, a booth depicting the results 
of the Minnesota Purebred Sire Cam- 
paign was put on. The exact number 
of the various breeds of sires was 
shown in each county by colored pins 
and of the 710 purebred sires placed, 
324 were Holsteins. 


Growing Into Holsteins

Holstein cows and a ealf, pur- 

chased at the dispersal sale of 
Mr. Wm. G. Merritt at Great Bend in 
1914, Mr. Wm. C. Mueller of Han- 
over, Kansas has built up a profitable 
purebred herd. At the time these 
Holsteins were purchased Mr. Muel- 
ler was extensively interested in 
breeding Polled Herefords, big type 
Poland China hogs and Barred Ply- 
mouth Rock chickens. The dairy 
herd has not been handled as a side 
line. but as one of the regular lines 
of business, together with the hogs 
and poultry. 

The small foundation herd did not 
justify the ownership of a bull, but 
fortunately a good neighbor owned 
a good registered anima]. Through 
natural increase the herd has now 
grown to number ten cows in milk, 
and a herd sire has been secured 
from the Holland Dairy at Colorado 
Springs. 

Several years ago Mr. Mueller be- 
came interested in the Washington 
County Cow Testing Association. The 
first year his herd led the association 
in butterfat production, seven cows 
averaging 10,086 pounds of milk with 
344.8 pounds of butterfat. The prod- 
uct was marketed as butterfat, and 
brought an average return of $45.49 
per cow above feed costs. The 
highest producing cow in the asso- 
ciation for the year, was Miss Mech- 
thilde Mercedes Aaggie, with 15,542 
pounds of milk and 528 pounds of 
butterfat, making a net return over 
fed costs of $160.81. Six of the ten 
high cows in the association for the 
year came from Mr. Mueller’s herd. 

The second year, with ten cows in 
the herd, the association records 
showed an average production of 
11,023 pounds of milk, 375 pounds of 
butterfat, with a net return above 
fed costs of $84.37 per cow. Five of 
the ten high association cows for the 
year were again from Mr. Mueller’s 
herd. In first place, stood Ida De Kol 
Fayne Aaggie with 17,619 pounds of 
milk and 571.8 pounds of fat pro- 
duced at a feed cost of $115.64, with

a net return above feed cost of 
$136.61. Miss Mechthilde Mercedes 
Aaggie was second with 523.1 pounds 
of fat in 305 days, and a net return 
over feed cost of $130.35. Viola Orms- 
by Mercedes De Kol, the original cow 
purchased in 1914 to found the herd, 
was third with 15,843 pounds of milk 
and 516.8 pounds of fat, yielding a net 
return over cost of feed, of $119.07. 

In addition to pasture, the herd re. 
ceived silage, alfalfa hay and grain. 
Mr. Mueller is a firm believer in 
using grain, realizing that a cow can- 
not depend upon roughage alone for 
the most profitable production. 

After the cows in the herd showed 
such good production in the cow test- 
ing association, Mr. Mueller became 
interested in semi-official testing. 
Eight semi-official records have been 
completed, including two which lead 
the state for milk in the 305-day divi- 
sion. The original foundation cow, 
Viola Ormsby Mercedes De Kol Aag- 
gie started on test when nearly 
eleven years of age, making 16,674.8 
pounds of milk containing 560.94 
pounds of butterfat in 365 days. Her 
first daughter, Miss Mechthilde Mer- 
cedes Aaggie has completed three 
semiofficial records, the first as a 
junior four-year-old leading the 305- 
day division for milk. This record 
shows 12,314.8 pounds of milk and 
410.58 pounds of fat to her credit at 
that age. In the next lactation pe- 
riod, she was again on 305-day test, 
producing 542.14 pounds of fat with 
16,225.7 pounds of milk. She has re- 
cently completed a year record of 
17,424.4 pounds of milk and 601.21 
pounds of fat, the highest production 
made in the herd. 


The second daughter of the old. 


cow is Miss Viola Mercedes De Kol 
holding the state milk record for 305 
days as a senior yearling. She pro- 
duced 10,629.8 pounds of milk and 
360.30 pounds of butterfat. A younger 
daughter of the old cow is now in 
the herd. At the last calving, the old 
cow gave birth to twins, and died, but 
not without leaving her impress upon 
the herd. 
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The second of the foundation cows 
was Ida De Kol Aaggie 2nd who has 
never made a semi-official record, but 
in seven days on official test pro- 
duced 503.5 pounds of milk with 
17.908 pounds of fat, equivalent to 
22.385 pounds of eighty per cent 
butter. Ida is the dam of Ida De Kol 
Fayne Aaggie with a 365-day record 
of 18,178.3 pounds of milk and 569.50 
pounds of fat on semi-official test. 
Her second daughter, Ida Aaggie De 
Kol has a senior three-year-old record 
of 9,405.2 pounds of milk and 299.64 
pounds of fat in 305 days. Her third 
daughter, Ida Paul De Jong freshened 
the first time as a senior yearling, 
and in 305 days produced 8,745.1 
pounds of milk with 267.41 pounds of 
butterfat. 

Eight semi-official records made in 
this herd average 13,699 pounds of 
milk, 451.46 pounds of butterfat This 
is a very creditable showing, includ- 
ing as it does ali of the cows that 
have finished a year’s work. 

Mr. Mueller has taken an active 
part in community work in _ his 
county, as shown by the fact that he 
is president of the Washington 
County Cow Testing Association. His 
son, A. D. Mueller, is now a junior in 
college, and is intensely interested in 
both the Holstein and Polled Here- 
ford herds. Good cattle with their 
proportionately greater financial re- 
turns have been an incentive to 
greater interest in the operations of 
the home farm. Such are the results 
of a small beginning in purebred Hol- 
steins. 

ERADICATION AND CONTROL OF 
TUBERCULOSIS 
Dairy Herd Kept Disease-Free 17 
Years Through Proper Care 

“Twenty-two Years of Tuberculin 
Testing in the Same Herd” is the 
title of a publication recently issued 
by the New York Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station at Geneva in which 
an account is given of the experience 
with tuberculosis in the Station herd 
of Jerseys and its eradication and 
subsequent control For the past 17 
years there has not been a demon- 
strated case of tuberculosis in the 
Station* herd, showing that the 
disease can be stamped out and in- 
fection of the healthy animals pre- 
vented if the proper precautions are 
taken, says the Station dairy special- 
ist. 

22 Reactors Found 

In 1900, a veterinarian pronounced 
one cow tubercular after a physical 
examination. When the animal was 
slaughtered the diagnosis was found 
correct. The entire herd was then 
tested with tuberculin and 18 of the 
28 animals reacted. Upon retest in 
1901, four more animals reacted. 
Owing to the excellent breeding of 
the diseased animals it was decided 
to follow the Bang method of hand- 
ling a tubercular herd and the 22 re- 
actors were separated from the 
healthy animals and kept for breed- 
ing purposes. By 1905, the Station 
herd comprised 30 healthy animals 
and the diseased cows were killed. 
All were found to have had the 
disease. 

The Station herd is tested each 
year, and every precaution is taken 
to prevent infection of the healthy 
animals by isolating and testing new 
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individuals before placing them with 
the herd and otherwise guarding 
against outside infection. The fact 
that the disease has not reappeared 
in the herd in the past 17 years is 
thought to demonstrate the impor- 
tance of proper precautions to pre- 
vent reinfection of a herd after the 
diseased animals have ben detected 
by the tuberculin test and removed 
from the herd.

built up through a succession of sires 
of strong Ormsby breeding, going 
back repeatedly to Sir Fietertje Orms- 
by Mercedes with an additional cross 
of Ormsby Korndyke Lad.

They have been 
willing to bring the results of their 
efforts out for public inspection and 
the 1924 season is the fifth consecu- 
tive year that this herd has gone out 
over the big line shows. Mr. Mar- 
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low is authority for the statement that 
they have won over five hundred rib- 
bons in the four years preceding 1924 
and this is one of their big years, 
the herd winning the coveted banner 
of premier exhibitor at the. great 
Minnesota State Fair. The herd has 
always done particularly well at the 
Waterloo Cattle Congress, winning in 
1921, with an exhibit of only six head, 
five blue ribbons, along with senior 
and grand champion female. 

From the foregoing, it is evident 
that we do not overstate the facts 
when we call the dispersal of this 
herd one of the outstanding sale 
events of the fall season. Mr. Mar- 
low’s many friends in the Holstein 
industry will be glad to learn that 
he is planning to continue his connec- 
tion with it through supervision of 
the Mankato Holstein Farms’ Breed- 
ing Circuit he has been establishing 
in his county during the past several 
years. About two dozen surplus bulls 
from this breeding circuit, represent-

Glantz Brothers, Park Rapids; Mar- 
low & Randall, Mankato; Minnesota 
Ho!stein Company, Austin; ,Mineral 
Springs Stock Farm, Savage; Mud- 
cura Farms, Shakopee; and Taylor 
& Christgau, Owatonna; from Iowa: 
Iowana Farms, Davenport; H. Um- 
landt, Muscatine; Hargrove & Arnold, 
Norwalk; and the Iowa State Institu- 
tions.

NATIONAL ENTRIES BY STATES 
AND BREEDS 

The National Dairy Exposition 
makes public the following informa. 
tion concerning the live stock show 
at Milwaukee Sept. 27-Oct. 7. 

A total of 1,055 purebred cattle has 
been entered in competition for 
prizes at the National Dairy Exposi- 
tion, opening at Milwaukee, Wis., on 
Sept. 27. These cattle will come from 
20 states of the union and_ two 
provinces of Canada. 

Holsteins lead in the entry list, 
with 338 animals. Guernseys take 
second place with 254; Ayrshires are 
third with 199; Jerseys find them- 
selves in fourth place with 158 ani- 
mals; and Brown Swiss are fifth with 
106 entries. 

Wisconsin, where the exposition is 
to be held this year, naturally leads 
with the greatest number of entries. 
The Badger state, queen of the dairy 
world, has a total of 429 entries. 
Wisconsin leads in each class except 
Jerseys. 

In the Holstein class, Minnesota 
and Iowa follow Wisconsin; in the 
Guernsey class, the same two states 
in reverse order, and New York 
follows the Badger lead. In Ayrshires, 
Massachusetts and Ontario and Que- 
bee are right up to the front, and in 
Brown Swiss, Ohio and Michigan take 
second and third places. In Jerseys, 
New Jersey tops the Badgers, with 
Ontario and Connecticut right behind 
Wisconsin. 

States as far west as Colorado and 
Washington; as far east as Massa- 
chusetts and New York; as far south 
as Georgia, and as far north as the 
Canadian boundary, are entered. The 
three great dairy states in the central 
west, Wisconsin, Iowa and Minnesota, 
total 606 of the entries.

The first public sale of surplus animals at Bell Farm went down in 
history last Saturday, September 13th, as a signal success, thus starting the 
public sale season off on the right foot. 

The thirty-eight animals selected from Mr. Bell’s herd, including three 
herd sires, averaged $370.00, total $14,055—a total that exceeded the expec- 
tations of owner and management by several thousand dollars.

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COW TESTING ASSOCIATIONS 
PROVE VALUE OF SILO 

Comparatively few of our Cow 


Testing Associations are calling any 
attention to the value of the silo in 
economic milk production. This is 
due to the fact that most of these 
Associations assume that the silo has 
passed the experimental stage in 
economic feeding and is a closed sub- 
ject. In reviewing some of the Test 
Associations operating several years 
ago where this subject was con- 
sidered, some striking figures were 
shown on the economy of the silo. 

At Albert Lea, Minnesota, one of 
the early Associations published 
some interesting figures relating to 
the silo. Complete records were kept 
of twenty-eight herds, twelve of 
which received silage and sixteen did 
not. In the silage-fed group the cows 
produced 59 Ibs. more of butterfat 
per animal during the year than in 
the non-silage-fed herds. It will 
readily be seen that this much of a 
difference would make a good profit 
for the herd. 

At about the same time a Cow 
Testing Association in Douglas 
County, Nebraska, which was the first 
in the state, published at the end of 





the year some interesting results.

COMPETITION IN DAIRYING 


This is a competitive world, and 
our Civilization has been built along 
the line of the survival ofthe fittest. 
Whether you believe in evolution or 
not you can congratulated yourself 
that you had some pretty good an- 
cestors or you would not be on earth 
today. 

The farmer has been feeling com- 
petition most keenly since the war. 
This is due to many causes: poor 
prices for farm products compared 
with prices for other commodities, 
high labor costs, and a higher stand- 
ard of living pn the parti of the 
farmer. How much we can change 
these conditions through legislation 
is a question that will not be dis- 
cussed here. 

The American dairy farmer is pro- 
tected by a tariff which in round fig- 
ures is 32 cents on 100 Ibs. of milk 
or its products. This does not pre- 
vent the importaton of dairy prod- 
ucts from eight or ten countries, but 
consumption has taken it all and 
prices are still pretty good. 

In my opinion the time 1s coming 
when we will have a surplus of dairy 
products and turn from an importing 
to an exporting country. This will 
mean a lower price which we must 
be prepared to meet. The principal 
expense in dairy production is the 
cost of feeding the cows, and we are 
fortunate in being able to compete 
with any country on this score. We 
who live in the alfalfa and corn belt 
are favored and should be able to 
compete with any state or country. If 
we have to go out of the dairy busi- 
ness because we cannot compete then 
I say we ought to quit, for it shows 
we are lame ducks on the essential 
economic factors of dairying. 

Keep it in mind there are a lot of 
states doing a great work in the dairy 
business and they are _ increasing 
their output at a rapid rate. The 
Government figures show that the 
state of Michigan has doubled her out- 
put of butter during the past seven 
years; Minnesota and Wisconsin have 
increased from 40 to 50 per cent: 
California, Ohio and Indiana have all 
shown a marked increase. The Da- 
kotas and Nebraska are also increas- 
ing rapidly: Idaho and Montana are 
putting on dairy campaigns, and Ne- 
braska is preparing to double her 
dairy business in the next five years. 
The southern states are encouraging 
dairying and Kentucky has a Better 
Sires — Better Feeding campaign, 
which beyond question will result in 
a big increase. The dairy farmer has 
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prospered and has come through this 
agricultural depression with flying 
colors. Dairy districts are not com- 
plaining of hard times. The country 
banker will tell you in short order 
that his patrons who milk cows have 
good credit in his bank. 

We can stand over-production pro- 
viding we are producing with econ- 
omy. States keeping cows that pro 
duce from 100 to 150 Ibs. of butter- 
fat cannot compete with states keep- 
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ing cows that produce 200 or 250 Ibs. 
per cow. Neither can farmers com- 
pete who feed inefficiently, who ig- 
nore the economic value of the silo 
or the value and use of legume hay. 
While we are building our dairy in- 
dustry let us understand the impor- 
tance of laying the foundation on a 
substantial basis so we can turn from 
an importing to an exporting country 
without suffering a loss.

Crandall at Watertown; and 
Prof. Gilbert and Mr. Rutherford at 
Saint Lawrence County Agricultural 
Association. Canton, N. Y. 

The Ogdensburg and Gouverneur 
meets conflicted. These were the 
first shows. Hillcrest Farm, Geo. 
LaVine, Potsdam, N. Y.; and Leslie 
Porteous, Lisbon, N. Y., showed at 
Ogdensburg; Line form, J. ©. 
Bennett and Sons, Antwerp, N. Y.; 
Thompson, Heuvelton; Steele, Heu- 
velton and McClure, Heuvelton, N. Y., 
showed at Gouverneur. The next 
week Line Farm and Hillcrest came 
together at the Saint Lawrence 
County, Canton meet, Thompson, 
Steele McClure and Porteous 
dropping out. The next week Hill- 
crest and Line Farm go to Jefferson 
County, Watertown, N. Y., and fight 
it out under Crandall.

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Porteous came out with a superb 
young fellow in real good show con- 
dition but just a little undersized. If 
he can be grown a little and hold 
his shape he will be ringer later on. 

In Juniors the Bennetts showed two 
half brothers. Line Farm Butterboy 
King lst taking the prize at Potsdam 
from his brother, Line Farm Sir 
Korndyke Butter Boy 2nd. 

The aged cow class brought the 
best show ever made in northern 
New York. At Ogdensburg, Knox 
placed Blanche Lyons Segis Konigen 
lst; at Gouverneur, Bessie Henger- 
veld was placed first by Allen; at 
Watertown, Crandall judging from a 
capacity point of view, Rag Apple 
Korndyke Pearl of the Bennetts’ 
first; at Canton, Gilbert and Ruther- 
ford gave LaVines’ Konigen cow 
first; and in the round up Knox gave 
Bennetts’ Blanche Lyons Hengerveld 
the top position saying that there was 
very little difference between her and 
LaVines’ Konigen Matron. Porteous 
came in third with a cow in full 
bloom nosing out Bennetts’ Pearl cow 
by a_ slight margin. The Bennett 
Pearl cow was well along in lacta- 
tion, and the Porteous cow was just 
ready to drop a calf. The first two 
matrons were real good ones and 
approached toward the lines the As- 
sociation stands for in their selected 
ideal type. 

In the three-year-old class, LaVine 
topped the list with Lelia Korndyke 
Walker Boon.

FEED AND MANAGEMENT OF 
HARRY WOOD’S HOLSTEINS 
The leading herd for the past year 
in the McLean County Dairy Im- 
provement Association was the pure- 
bred Holstein herd of twenty-one 
cows owned by H. M. Wood of Dela- 
van and cared for by Floyd Wash- 
bon. The average production per 
cow was 12,336 pounds of milk and 

425.1 of butterfat. 

In announcing this result of the 
cow testing work, H. R. Fletcher, 
tester, calls attention to the feeding 
and management and the improve- 
ment secured through the use of pure- 
bred sires from families high in milk 
production. 

The highest producing cow in the 
association was in Mr. Wood’s herd, 
Zozel De Kol Pontiac, a_ four-year- 
old purebred Holstein with a record 
of 17,458 pounds of milk and 609 
pounds of fat valued at $349.47. 
Her feed consisted of 10,466 pounds 
of corn silage, 2,752 pounds of al- 
falfa hay, 2,443 pounds of corn and 
cob meal, 1,243 pounds of ground 
oats, 513 pounds of commercial 
dairy feed, and seven months on 
bluegrass pasture, the total amount- 
ing to $161.76 for the year. This 
leaves $187.71 above the cost of her 
feed. For the eight months follow- 
ing freshening she was milked and 
fed four times daily. 

The second high cow in the asso- 
ciation was Woodell Mechthilde Su- 
perior, also one of Mr. Wood’s Hol- 
steins. The test was started on her 
production in June of 1923 when she 
was a two-year-old and she dropped 
her second calf April 2, 1924, only 
three months before the end of the 
testing year. Her record was 17,151 
pounds of milk and 585.6 of fat. 

Fifteen of the twenty-one cows in 
the herd exceeded 400 pounds of but- 
terfat for the year. 

The herd was hand milked and 
water was always before the cows in 
drinking cups installed in the barn. 











Part of the herd was milked four 
times a day, in case of some cows 
for eight months after freshening. 
In general the feed was of good 
quality. 

Thorough milking, cleaning of all 
refuse from the mangers after each 
feeding, and close observation of the 
appetite of each cow lessened the 
danger of overfeeding and avoided 
udder troubles, making it easy to 
keep the cows continually on heavy 
feed. 

Records have been of considerable 
value to Mr. Wood, especially in the 
sale of stock which during the year 
amounted to several thousand  dol- 
lars. In one case four cows sold for 
a thousand dollars. Records are val- 
uable as they not only remove risk 
of the buyer but help the man who 
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A handsomely illustrated

NEVER HAD ENOUGH SILAGE 


Several years ago when Wisconsin 
was increasing her dairy business and 
building silos by the thousands a say- 
ing went the rounds that a farmer 
could not get enough silage. At the 
farm meetings various dairymen stat- 
ed that in spite of the fact that they 
had a big silo they would run out in 
the spring before grass season. Again 
in the summer a drought would dry 
up the pasture and they would not 
have any summer silage. For this 
reason they advised farmers to build 
larger silage space than they would 
need. 

This was a pretty good policy, be- 
cause the growing of the industry and 
the discovery that a silo is fully as 
useful in summer as in winter proved 
that it was better to have too much 
than too little. Silage when proper- 
ly put up will keep, especially if the 
surface be thoroughly packed. No 
state in the Union made more rapid 
progress than Wisconsin, developing 
her dairy industry and building silos. 
In a few years the state ranked first 
in the Union for cows, and now boasts 
of considerably over 100,000 silos n 
use. It may be that this repeated 
statement went a long way toward 
helping them in their dairy develop- 
ment. 

A farmer in Nebraska hearing about 
the dairy business and silos decided 
to try it out. This was some years 
ago and he informed his wife that 
he would build two silos instead of 
one. She being a frugal woman ad- 
vised against this and persuaded him 
to build only one, for with two he 
would have too much silage He in- 
formed her, however, of the Wiscon- 
sin saying, namely, that a farmer 
could not get too much silage, and 
promptly put up two silos and filled 
them both with corn. The first year 
he fed out one of these silos when 
a man came along and bought his 
entire herd and the farmer decided to 
take a vacation on milking for a few 
vears as it was war time he could get 
a good price for his grain crops. 
Seven years later grain dropped to 
a low point and he determined to go 
again into the stock business and 
promptly bought a herd. During 
these seven years the silo that was 
filled was naturally supposed to con- 
tain spoiled silage, but bravely he 
opened it up and discovered a splen- 
did quality of silage under the thick 
viscous top layer. He fed out this 
seven-year-old silage with alfalfa hay 
and obtained good results. The stock 
so relished this well-cured ensilage 
that it was gone before the grass 
was fit for pasture. He was there- 
fore forced to admit that he did not 
bave enough silage, though seven 
years were required for proof.

Eastern Oregon 
By LOIS M. PAYNE 


R. W. T. PHY, owner and director 
D of the Hot Lake Sanatorium, at 

Hot Lake, Oregon, is a Holstein- 
Friesian enthusiast. There is nothing 
very singular about this, for Dr. Phy 
is the owner of a herd of registered 
black and white cattle and such own- 
ers, the world over, are loyal boosters 
of the breed. Far more unusual, in 
fact, is it that this man—a surgeon of 
nation wide repute ana a builder of 
his institution to its present fame— 
can find time to be one of Oregon’s 
leaders in dairying enterprises. 





DR. W. T. PHY 


The particularly noteworthy phase 
of Dr. Phy’s enthusiasm over Hol- 
stein Friesians is the outlet it takes. 
No leader of men is ever passively 
enthusiastic about anything in which 
he sincerely believes. Dr. Phy so sin- 
cerely believes in the superiority of 
the breed he has chosen for the Phy- 
mere dairy that he intends that when, 
in the near future, you hear the 
words, “Eastern Oregon dairying’”’ you 
will immediately register a mental 
picture of Holsteins. He further 
hopes to persuade this vast country 
to become what he is sure a kindly 
Nature intended it to be—the dairying 
center of the west. Eastern Oregon 
has previously “gone in” rather heav- 
ily for stock ranging. To these ends 
Dr. Phy is giving generously of his 
time, thought, money and Holstein- 
Friesians themselves. 


The lecture hall at the Hot Lake 
Sanatorium has_ repeatedly been 
opened for speeches and conferences 
on Holstein-Friesians. Slides, furn- 
ished by the Extension Service of the 
Association, have illustrated some of 
these talks. Life-sized charts, which 


Dr. Phy had made to compare the Hol- 
stein-Friesians with inferior cattle, 
have graphically emphasized others. 
On state occasions the eastern Ore- 
gon physician has even led a few of 
his prize animals from warn to Sana- 
torium that they might offer irrefut- 
able testimony in black and white to 
his case, “The Why for Holsteins.” 
“The Phymere farm and Hot Lake 
Sanatorium Bulletin” which Dr. Phy 
issues monthy was printed for the 
primary purpose of placing Holsteins 
and their advantages before hundreds 
of Oregon and southern Idaho farmers. 
Dr. Phy is a popular speaker. He 
is much in demand at meetings vary- 
ing in nature from high school grad- 
uation exercises to old settler’s re- 
unions and political gavmerings. His 
professional duties force him to re- 
fuse most of the requests to speak. 
There is, however, no case on record 
when Dr. Phy has not accepted an in- 
vitation to talk in behalf of Holsteins 
and dairying, even though to do so 
has often meant that he be operating 
at four thirty in the morning. 
Perhaps the outlet for Dr. Phy’s en- 
thusiasm over Holsteins which has 
attracted the most attention to the 
breed has been his repeated giving of 
some of his best stock at the Elgin 
fair and the Union Stock Show. The 
latter is eastern Oregon’s “Big” Stock 
event. The purebred bull which Dr. 
Phy offers at both of these displays 
is a prize so outstanding that on all 
sides one hears, “Who'll win the big 
Holstein this time?” Dr. Phy has 
given the animal to the owner of the 
winning cow in the grade dairy cattle 
class. He selects this group not be- 
cause he, himself, is not a deep dyed 
believer in registered stock but be- 
cause he realizes that the gulf be- 
tween scrub and registered herd is 
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too wide for the average farmer to 
make in one leap. He, therefore, 
preaches the doctrine of the purebred 
sire as the way of building up a fine 
grade herd to form a fitting setting 
for purebreds as they can be pur- 
chased. By backing principle with 
purebred gifts, Dr. Phy is making the 
words “registered Holsteins” and 
“purebred sire” synonymous in many 
eastern Oregon vocabularies. 

Dr. Phy gave one fine heifer calf to 
help “sell” the idea of Holstein-Fries- 
ians to the coming agricultural gen- 
eration. Phymere Crystal Matador 
was chosen from the Phymere stock 
to help Marvin Daniels become one 
member of a boys’ calf club. Dr. Phy, 
by the way, got even more pleasure 
than did Marvin out of the fact that 
the first time Phymere Crystal Mat- 
ador was shown against the herd to 
which she had belonged a few months 
before, she walked off with first 
honors. The heifer has decided young 
Daniels that Holstein breeding is the 
only life for him and has won him a 
drawer full of blue ribbons, two trips 
to State fairs, to the Pacific Interna- 
tional Livestock Show and to summer 
school. 


Though any man with Dr. Phy’s en- 
thusiasm could accomplish much for 
Holstein-Friesians—or unything else 
—he is admittedly enabled to do an 
exceptional amount by the position he 
holds in his state. He has for sev- 
eral years taken a prominent part in 
eastern Oregon’s agricultural life. He 
is the member of the Union County 
Chamber of Commerce who directs its 
agricultural work, is one of the board 
of directors of the Union Stock Show, 
was chairman of the recent success- 
ful animal pagent, “Friends of Man- 
kind,” and headed the county Agricul- 
tural-Economic survey. In addition 
to agricultural work, Dr. Phy is 
actively connected with Oregon 
health and civic activities, in such 
capacities as member or the Oregon 
State Board of Health and State Eu- 
genics Board, and of the Board of

Much good advertising for Holstein- 
Friesians is done by Dr. Phy at every 
Union Stock Show. He always dis- 
plays several head there and he be- 
lieves that the “best breed” deserves 
a worthy setting. The result is that 
the Phymere Holsteins, against a 
green fir and spotless white back- 
ground, are always the center of a 
large group of admirers. Dairymen 
who have long been in the game, 
come back again and again to review 
the animal’s good points and to repeat 
almost awefully, ‘“‘They’re Wonders!” 
Stock men who have specialized in 
beef cattle, gather to agree that 
there’s something in the dairy busi- 
ness after all. The Stock Show visitor, 
“who can’t see anything in cows and 
who comes just for the races” casts 
a casual glance in the Holstein’s 
direction—and stops, forgetful of his 
blase contempt of things’ bucolic. 
Even such a veteran yrewer of ex- 
hibits as O. M. Plummer, manager of 
the Pacific International Live Stock 
Show, declares Dr. Phy’s exhibit out- 
classes any private display he has 
ever seen. In addition to showing 
Holsteins, Dr. Phy passes out infor- 
mation on the breed. In an attractive 
rest room, softened with cushions and 
brightened with flowers and the music 
of canaries, he shows literature of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association. 

An outstanding feature of the work 
Dr. Phy has done for Holsteins is the 
comparatively brief time he has 
been actively interested in them. It 
was not until 1919 that he bought the 
1,000-acre Phymere farm to operate 
in connection with his Sanatorium 
and decided to establish a thoroughly 
up-to-date dairy there. 

Perhaps the reason he has been 
able to accomplish so much in less 
than five years is that he most 
thoroughly belived in Holstein-Fries- 
ians before he bought any stock. He 
did not invest in a single animal until 
he had studied the dairying 
question from every angle and knew 
that no breed would satify the needs 





of sick people as would Holsteins. 
Then, the fact that be bought his 
stock carefully and purchased animals 
who both win blue ribbons and rec- 
ords for production has not lessened 
his enthusiasm for Holsteins. 

It is, therefore, let it be repeated, 
not all remarkable that Dr. Phy is a 
Holstein-Friesian enthusiast. But is 
it not unusual and a tribute to Hol- 
steins that this man, with his profes- 
sional cares and his many civic ac- 
tivities, can find the time and energy 
to boost the black and white herd as 
actively and effectively as does Dr. 
Phy?

DAIRY WORK REWARDED 
Geneva Station Wins Recognition 
Abroad For Contributions To Dairying

was awarded to an exhibit of the pub- 
lications of the New York Station 
dealing with the Station’s work along 
dairy lines The International Dairy 
Exhibition was fostered by the Italian 
Government and was held in Milan in 
April of this year.

the late George A. Smith, formerly 
chief of the dairy division; Dr. H. A. 
Harding, at one time chief of the 
bacteriology division; Dr. R. S. Breed, 
at present in charge of the bacteriol- 
ogical work; Dr. G. J. Hucker, assoc- 
iate bacteriologist at the Station 
and others who have been associated 
with the dairy work of the institution 
at one time or another.

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THE DAMMED CALIFORNIA COWS 


Even among usually well informed 
cow folks there seems to be quite a 
general uncertainty and misunder- 
standing as to the actual conditions 
existing in California as regards de- 
mand and market for dairy cows, 
hinging principally upon the assump- 
tion that large numbers are needed for 
replacement of those slaughtered be- 
cause of foot and mouth disease. 


It may be stated positively that no 
such demand has yet developed in 
California, and it might save time and 
worry and money to those expecting 
to sell large numbers of dairy cows 
in this state to consider briefly some 
of the actual conditions known to ex- 
ist. 

In the first place, contrary to gen- 
eral belief, the actual official figures 
show that only approximately 23,000 
dairy cattle of all kinds have been 
slaughtered including calves, yearl- 
ings and all heifers under milking 
age. All who are familiar with the 
herds killed agree that of that number 
there were no more than 15,000 cows 
of producing age or something less 
than three per cent of the total Cal- 
ifornia dairy cow population. 

In estimating probable demand for 
cows we must give first consideration 
to the Los Angeles market for it is 
this particular cow market which in 
normal times influences the entire 
state. In norma! times it requires ap- 
proximately 2,000 head of shipped-in 
dairy cows to make the replacements 
and additions in the Los Angeles 
market. Approximately 1,500 of these 
cows are shipped in from other sec- 
tions of California and the balance 
from points outside the state. To 
supply these 1,500 cows per month in 
California, dairymen throughout the 
rest of the state have for some 
years past conducted their busi- 
ness with the expectation of sell- 
ing a certain number of _ their 
best cows when fresh or heavy 
springers to Los’ Angeles _ buy- 
ers. The Los Angeles quarantine has 
now been in effect over six months 
and it is a simple calcuation to show 
that within this state there are at 
least 9,000 head of producing dairy 
cows dammed up in the normal chan- 
nels that lead to the normal Los An- 
geles market. Now Los Angeles 
county has lost a total of around 9,- 
000 cows, so it is further evident that 
if the dammed up cows in California 
were released they would make the 
entire replacement necessary in Los 
Angeles County. 

Another factor affecting dairy cow 
demand is the feed situation in Cali- 
fornia, as this has been the dryest 
year of the last fifty years. Official 
crop estimates indicate approximately 
900,000 tons less of alfalfa in Cali- 
fornia at this time as compared with 
the same date last year. This at 
first thought is extremely alarming, 
but it is the belief of competent ob- 
servers that the situation is not so 
bad as the tonnage figures of alfalfa 
shortage would indicate. A compre- 
hensive survey is now being made to 
determine probable needs and de- 
mands for alfalfa hay covering the 
winter months. It is already known 
that cattle owners have in many in- 
stances done things with crops this 
year that they never did before and 
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that their efforts to produce other 
kinds of feeds will to a large extent 
offset the alfalfa shortage. Beef 
owners have thrown a great amount 
of veal on the market as well as 
pruning their herds of fat cows and 
all beef as soon as it can be marketed, 
and it seems certain that demand for 
alfalfa hay from this quarter will be 
of small volume. 

Another factor that would seem to 
preclude any sensational demand for 
dairy cows in California is the widely 
known fact that contrary to normal 
experience there has been a surplus 
of milk on every city market in Cal- 
ifornia all summer long, even in Los 
Angeles where around 9,000 producing 
dairy cows were slaughtered. Prob- 
ably the biggest factor in bringing 
about this surplus is the fact that the 
summer as a whole has been un- 
usually cool, although the foot and 
mouth scare was a big factor in cur- 
tailing consumption of whole milk at 
one time at least. 


The only conclusion I have been 
able to reach after a recent extensive 
trip throughout several of the most 
important dairy sections of the state 
is that there is less than normal de- 
mand for dairy cows at the present 
time. There seems no apparent 
reason to expect a change in con- 
ditions until we have good indications 
of normal winter rainfall, and even 
should the rainy season open up sat- 
isfactorily, there will probably be no 
grand rush to buy, although in that 
event there is every indication that 
there will be an exceptionally strong 
demand for the better sorts of grade 
cows. At anywhere near the present 
prices of feed and dairy products the 
seller of common to poor dairy cows 
is in for hard sledding for also con- 
trary to opinion in some outside 
quarters the California dairyman is 
on the average cow-wise and is not 
going to be misled into buying in- 
ferior stuff.

COLLECTS DATA ON FARMERS’ 
EXPERIENCES WITH TRUCKS 


The efficiency of the motor truck 
on the farm has been the subject of 
considerable conversation among 
farmers. When a farmer contem- 
plates the purchase of a machine and 
is undecided as to its practicability 
for his use, the experiences of other 
farmers who have owned and used 
that particular kind of a machine 
should be valuable, says the United 
States Department of Agriculture. Ac- 
cordingly, the department has gath- 
ered the opinions and other more 
definite information from a large 
number of motor-truck users over 
various parts of the country. 

Among the outstanding facts sug- 
gested by analyzing the data collected 
may be suggested the following: 

The use of a motor truck in many 
instances enables a farmer to tuke ad- 
vantage of better markets at greater 
distances from his farm than were 
available when his hauling was done 
with horses. For those truck owners 
who have changed markets the dis- 
tance to the new markets averaged 
nearly double the distance to those 
formerly used. 

In the area covered by these re- 
ports trucks having a capacity of 1 
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ton comprising nearly half the total 
number concerning which replies 
were received, while slightly over 
half of the owners who in 1922 gaye 
their opinions as to the size best 
suited for their conditions stated they 
preferred the 1-ton machines. 


Over 90 per cent of the owners 
stated they believed their trucks 
would prove to be profitable invest- 
ments, and that they intended to pur- 
chase others when those reported on 
were worn out. 


Saving of time was given as the 
greatest advantage and poor roads as 
the greatest disadvantage connected 
with the use of motor trucks. 

On the average it requires less than 
half the time to make a haul of qa 
given length with a truck that it does 
with horses. 

Not all of the road hauling was 
done with trucks. Over 60 per cent 
of the owners answering this question 
stated that they used horses for a 
small part of their road hauling. 

While many owners used their ma- 
chines for some hauling on the farm 
itself a large part of such hauling 
was still done with horses. 

A small percentage of the owners 
stated that they did some custom 
work, but that it constituted on the 
average only about one-tenth of the 
total hauling done with their ma- 
chines. 





DAIRY SHOW NEWS 


A full meeting of the American 
Dairy Federation will be held in con- 
nection with the National Dairy Ex- 
position, at Milwaukee, Wis., on Wed- 
nesday, Oct. 1. A banquet will be held 
on that date, with former Gov. Frank 
O. Lowden, of Illinois, presiding. The 
speakers who have been secured for 
the meeting include Herbert Hoover, 
secretary of commerce; Dr. Lee K. 
Frankel, vice president of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company; 
and Dean H. L. Russell, of the Un- 
iversity of Wisconsin Agricultural 
College. 

Matters concerning federal indem- 
nity on slaughtered animals as a re- 
sult of foot and mouth disease, butter 
tariff problems and increased use of 
dairy products in the army and navy, 
will be discussed. 

Five delegates from each member 
organization will attend the meeting, 
according to officials of the federa- 
tion.

The sixteenth annual students’ 
cattle judging contest wil! be held at 
the National Dairy Exposition, open- 
ing in Milwaukee, Wis., on Sept. 27. 
A resume of the work done in past 
years by federal agricultural author- 
ities shows some interesting facts 
concerning those who have taken part 
in these contests. 


A total of 559 student judges who 
competed have been reported on. Of 
this number, the occupation of 56 is 
unknown, and 10 have died, leaving 
493 for which information is available. 
178, or 36 per cent are engaged in ed- 
ucational work. Of these, 18 are pro- 
fessors and 5 assistant professors in 
agricultural colleges: 13 are instruct- 
ors or assistants; 17 are engaged in 
extension work; 8 are with the U. S. 
department of agriculture, and the re-

mainder are instructors in agricul- 
tural or extension work other than 
animal husbandry or dairying. There 
are 45 county agents. A total of 167, 
or 34 per cent are practical farmers;

10 are in the creamery business; 3 in 
the dairy supply business; 5 in the ice 
cream business; 8 in the retail milk 
pusiness; 4 dairy inspectors, and one 
secretary of a state dairy association. 

This year, in connection with the 
National Dairy Show in Mi!waukee, 
the sixteenth annual students’ judging 
contest will offer similar opportunity 
for teams of three men each to rep- 
resent their respective colleges. Be- 
sides the experience obtained in judg- 
ing cattle, there are valuable prizes 
peing offered, including two $400 
scholarships, 7 silver trophies, 3 
medals, 1 plaque and 3 canes.

aged cow. 

Pauline Shepard Pontiac No. 389690, 
one of the many fine individuals in 
the College herd has a yearly record 
of 581.39 lbs. butterfat, 15,750.3 Ibs.

WONDERFUL group of royally 
A bred bull calves have recently 
been born in the A. W. Morris & 
Sons Corporation herd at Woodland, 
Calf. Aralia De Kol Mead 2d, after 
breaking the world’s record in Sub- 
division B, two milkings per day, has 
qualified in the 305-day division by . 
dropping twin bulls. This seems to 
account for the rapid decline in pro- 
duction she showed during the twelfth 
month of her test. These fine young- 
sters are full brothers to Prince 
Aaggie of Berylwood, and with him 
share the honor of having the highest 
average in the world for yearly rec- 
ords of their seven nearest dams. 
Flossie De Kol of Nevada, with a rec- 
ord above 1,000 ibs. of butterfat, also 
dropped a bull calf. The other new 
herd sire prospect is out of Aaggie 
Acme of Riverside 3d, daughter of the 
famous foundation dam, Aaggie Acme 
of Riverside. 
The new buildings on the Morris 
property at Knight’s Landing are 
nearing completion and most of the 
young herd has already been moved 
from the property sold to H. C. 
Harrison as a home for his great herd 
of Aberdeen Angus.

Very shortly a call will go out to 
members from the Secretary’s office 
for the listing of bulls eligible to sell 
in the community bu!l campaigns 
which Noel Negley, Dairy Specialist, 
California Agricultural College, ad- 
vises will be put on in several coun- 
ties this fall. Remember each bull 
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listed must be out of a dam with a 
record, either official, semi-official or 
cow testing association of 400 or more 
pounds of butterfat in one year. Most 
of the bulls should be from 10 to 18 
months old, but from previous exper- 
jence, a few younger ones will be in 
demand. The important thing right 
now is for each breeder expecting to 
list bulls to get a good photograph of 
the bull. It may be only a Kodak 
picture but it should be clear and the 
pull so posed as to make a good like- 
ness. Look over your bulls now and 
decide what you want to list. The 
call for listing will probably go out 
yery shortly. Do not offer any buils 
that will not meet the requirements 
as to record of the dam.

A remarkable 365-day record has 
just been completed at Millbrae Dairy, 
Millbrae, California, by the twelve- 
vear-old cow Angelina of Mi'lbrae. 
Previously as a senior four-year-old 
she made 31.86 pounds butter from 
449.1 Ibs. milk in 7 days. She after- 
wards lost two quarters of her udder 
and on this test at advanced age, 
milked with a milking machine and 
out of two quarters, she made almost 
950 pounds butter from 21,128 pounds 
milk in 365 days. She is also one of 
the great foundation breeding dams 
of the Millbrae herd, in which she has 
four daughters with official records 
as follows: Sleepy Barrillos Pontiac, 
a 34-pound four-year-old; May 
Blossom of Millbrae, a 29-pound cow: 
Barri'los King Pontiac, a 23-pound 
three-year-old, and Revilla of Mill- 
brae, a 22-pound cow. The old cow 
was sent to Los Angeles about three 
years ago and bred to the famous 
King Korndyke Pontiac 20th. To his 
services she dropped a heifer calf. 
This heifer is now two years old and 
due to drop her first calf in November. 
Another fine record at Millbrae was 
completed by the mature cow Adelia 
Netherland of Millbrae. Milked three 
times per day with milking machine 
she made 830 pounds butter from 17,- 
700 pounds milk in 305 days carrying 
a calf 217 days.

milk. This is her fourth con- 
secutive record above 1,000 pounds 
butterfat and 31,500 pounds milk, a 
record that has never been equaled 
by any cow of any breed. This won- 
derful cow was never put on yearly 
test until she was nearly eight years 
old so the four consecutive records 
above 1,000 pounds fat and 31,500 
pounds of milk are the only yearly 
records she has ever made. In ad- 
dition to her unparallelled production 
she is unquestionably one of the 
great transmitting dams of the breed 
and has never dropped a poor calf. 
Most of her offspring are young and 
yet to be heard from, although her 
two oldest sons are already giving 
good account of their inheritance 
through their offspring. All of her 
records have been made in the hands 
of her present owners, Bridgford Hol- 
stein Company, Patterson, California.
